A MAN WELL QUALIFIED 
Recently the Seniority system for the selection of 
Congressional 
committee chairmen 
has come under 
increasing attack, largely by newly elected, "maverick,*’ 
junior members of our national legislative bodies. It is the 
same junior members who, during the last session of 
Congress, were the major obstructionists to legislation 
any legislation, except that precisely in accord with their 
own whims. One of our better newspaper columnists, 
William 
S. 
White, 
reports 
that 
"these, the junior 
members, have been pursuing a policy of all or nothing, 
of rule or ruin, that is leaving a litter of smashed 
legislation. They are not wise enough, l>ecause they am 
not experienced enough, to understand that polities in a 
free society must rest at last upon civilized compromise. 
They are not industrious enough to work their way 
forward by merit,; they want to run the show’ before 
they understand the script." 
The altogether disgraceful record of the last Congress 
should, in itself, demonstrate the shallow and self-serving 
nature of the campaign againstt the seniority system, but 
William White points out another compelling reason why 
the seniority system should be retained. “Another term 
for seniority is ‘know how’," he writes, "and while 
undeniably the system occasionally produced a chairman 
of limited ability, it could also fairly be said that the 
seniority system in the professions occasionally produces 
a senior law partner who is no Blackstone or a senior 
medical partner who is no Lister. On the whole, however, 
a man becomes senior — in the professions and in 
Congress - mainly because he knows more about the 
matter in hand, having studied and practiced it longer." 
A convincing argument in favor of the seniority 
system can be found in the automatic advancement of the 
very able and experienced F.Edward Herbert of Louisiana 
to the office of Chairman of the House Armed Services 
Committee, to succeed the late Representative Mendel 
Rivers. Congressman Hebert (pronounced “ ABear") is the 
first Louisianian to serve 26 consecutive years in the U.S. 
House of Representatives. His background, training and 
long years of experience — plus the year-after-year "vote 
of confidence" by the people of his district attest his 
qualifications for the important post.

A THOUGHT FOR 1971 
According to Intelligence Digest in its review of world 
affairs, the year 1970 ended with the publication of 
memoirs attributed to Nikita Khrushchev. There has 
been, 
and 
doubtless 
will 
continue 
to 
be, 
much 
controversy about their authenticity. For understandable 
reasons, 
Khrushchev 
denies authorship. 
The Soviet 
authorities say that they are a forgery. 
But, 
whatever 
their 
authorship, 
these 
memoirs 
undoubtedly give a substantially accurate picture of the 
USSR -- whatever errors of detail they may contain - and 
a very revealing picture it is. 
No doubt discussion and debate will go on for a long 
time about the lessons learned from 
Khrushchev’s 
memoirs. In fact, there is only one thing which it is 
necessary to learn from them. That is that the whole 
concept, constitution, and practice of Communist Russia 
is infamous, corrupt, depraved, and criminal. 
In a word, it is evil. And it is administered and upheld 
by evil men for evil ends. That is a fact which is clearly 
revealed 
in almost every paragraph of Khruschev’s 
memoirs. 
We see Stalin as a drunken barbarian and Beria as a 
lecherous and sadistic ruffian. All the Soviet leaders are 
shown up to be as astrocious a collection of scoundrels as 
one could find anywhere. The whole memoirs are filled 
with corruption and vice. There is not one word which 
suggests any moral standard of any kind as a basis of or 
inspiration for policy. 
And it is men brought up and trained in this school 
with whom we have to deal today. That is what should be 
learned from Khrushchev’s memoris. 
Nevertheless, this evil creed and the power of these 
evil men are a factor in human affairs and prevade and 
influence every aspect o f the international situation. 
All western foreign policy and many western domestic 
policy decisions have to be made within the context of 
the activities of Moscow and Peking. 
Millions of words have been written to adduce 
historic, political and economic reasons for this. There 
are, of course, such reasons. But there is one basic reason 
from which all the others arise. It is that atheist 
revolutionary ideology has been allowed to gain an 
ascendancy 
over 
Christian theology. 
All the many 
ancillary 
reasons 
for 
the 
pervading 
influence 
of 
Communism arise from that one basic factor. 
The physical destruction of evil movements has been 
accomplished over and over again in history, and within a 
short time the same evil thing has reappeared in another 
form or under another name. Within the lifetime of most 
of us the power of Nazism was overthrown, only to be 
replaced by the power o f Communism. 
Nazism and Communism are different manifestations 
of the same thing. Both -- and their predecessors — are 
diametrically opposed to the basic Christian belief that 
there is no such thing as a supreme human authority. 
We have condemned ourselves to the use of physical 
means for (he protection of the Free World and these 
means cannot be discarded merely to suit our own 
convenience 
when 
they 
become 
economically 
too 
onerous or physically too dangerous. But they can never 
bring more than temporary relief or security. 
Hie overflow of the evil thing, whatever form it may 


take, which seeks to dominate the world will be acheived 
only through acceptance of the whole Christian faith 
with all its obligations. That is the only way.

LATIN TERRORISM 
Twenty-two diplomats and other foreigners have been 
kidnapped in Latin America - and five murdered - sunv 
Jan. 
16, 
1968, when Guatemalan 
terrorists fatally 
machine-gunned two American military attaches. Since 
then, the nations of the hemisphere have sought vainly 
for a strategy for dealing with the new wave of urban 
terrorism. They will try again at a nine-day meeting of 
the Organization of American States beginning Monday, 
Jan. 25. in Washington. Under discussion by the foreign 
ministers of 23 member nations will l>e a report prepared 
by the Inter-American Juridicial Committee "on acts of 
terrorism, and, particularly, kidnapping, extortion and 
assaults against persons.’’ 
The report was drafted at the request of a foreign 
ministers meeting held in Washington last summer. At 
that time, the foreign ministers overwhelmingly approved 
a resolution urging that political terrorism, including 
kidnapping, be handled as a common crime subject to 
extradition. Traditionally, Latin America nations rarely 
extradite people considered political fugitives. Brazil, 
Argentina and the United States, prime movers behind 
the efforts to do something about terrorism, were 
hopeful that the committee would produce a resolution 
that would deny asylum to political terrorists. Diplomatic 
sources 
report, 
however, 
that 
the proposal to be 
presented to the ministers is weak. A behind-the scenes 
battle is forecast to strengthen it. 
Some nations -- Mexico and Chile among them -- are 
said to be opposed to any proposal calling for uniform 
action because it would restrict their independence of 
action. Each nation has gone its own way in dealing with 
the terrorists. Brazil has followed a policy of releasing 
prisoners whose names have been furnished by the 
kidnappers in exchange for the hostages. Uruguay and 
Argentina have steadfastly refused to make deals with the 
terrorists. The tragedy of the situation is that the 
terrorists have turned the regard of others for human life 
- and their own disregard for it -- into an effective 
weapon. 
* * * 


I he Public Service Company of Colorado announced 
that children of the future may never need braces for 
their teeth or have to worry about cavities. Experiments 
are currently being done with a laser beam to treat teeth 
to prevent decay. Used with the proper intensity, the 
laser seals tiny passageways through which agents of 
toothdecay penetrate the enamel on teeth. Experimental 
tests are being done on animals and extracted human 
teeth. Clinical trials on human subjects are at least two 
years away, but tests will soon begin on teeth which are 
scheduled for extraction. Electricity may also be used to 
straighten crooked teeth and to repair injured and 
diseased bone. 
I he possibility of negative electrodes 
stimulating bone production is being explored. It is 
believed that positive electrodes are associated with 
diminished bone formation. Experiments have shown 
that pressure produces a type of electricity in bones 
which may be the reason for pressure reshaping bones.

controversy about their authenticity. For understandable 
reasons, 
Khrushchev 
denies authorship.

authorities say that they are a forgery. 
But, 
whatever

memoirs 
undoubtedly give a substantially accurate picture of the 
USSR -- whatever errors of detail they may contain — and 
a very revealing picture it is. 
No doubt discussion and debate will go on for a long 
time about the lessons learned from 
Khrushchev’s 
memoirs. In fact, there is only one thing which it is 
necessary *,o learn from them. That is that the whole 
concept, constitution, and practice of Communist Russia 
is infamous, corrupt, depraved, and criminal. 
In a word, it is evil. And it is administered and upheld 
by evil men for evil ends. That is a fact which is clearly
